A passionate debate about the sheriff’s 
office budget boiled into a heated confronta¬ 
tion and near physical altercation after the 
June 2 Grant County Fiscal Court meeting. 

The incident featured Judge-Executive 
Darrell Link and members of the Grant 
County Sheriff’s Office exchanging words 
with Link allegedly making threats and 
bumping into an off-duty deputy. 

A portion of the confrontation was record¬ 
ed and posted on You Tube. 


More than 3,500 people had watched the 
video as of June 3. 

During the meeting, Sheriff Chuck Dills 
and two concerned citizens expressed their 
objections to lack of funding for a new road 
deputy and cruiser in the county budget to no 
avail. 

The 2014-15 budget was passed unani¬ 
mously by the fiscal court. 

However, it was what happened afterward 
that has led to the Commonwealth Attorney’s 
Office to conduct an investigation.

The unanimous vote approving the 
2014-15 county budget was quick June 
2, but not before some displeasure was 
expressed with sheriff’s office funding. 

Judge-Executive Darrell Link was 
set to ask for a motion to approve the 
second and final reading of the 2014-15 
budget as Sheriff 
Chuck Dills spoke 
up. 

“I just wish we 
had the opportuni¬ 
ty to go over this 
budget with you as 
we have in past 
years,” Dills said 
to the fiscal court. 
“There is some 
concerns of some 
shortfalls that I 
wish we could have addressed with the 
court.” 

Dills said that this year was the first 
time being sheriff that Link did not con¬ 
tact his office about going over his 
office’s budget.

Grant County Deposit Bank 
has seen some rough months, 
thanks to a weak economy, new 
tougher banking regulations, 
loss of board members and theft 
by a vice president, but the 
financial institution’s customers 
remain a priority to the bank’s 
board of directors. 

“Grant County Deposit 
Bank, at the present time, is 


operating the way it always has 
and will continue to serve its 
customers in the same manner it 
always has,” said Wade Gutman, 
a 17-year-member of the board. 

The bank, which was estab¬ 
lished in 1882, was the subject 
of aninvestigation by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation and Department of 
Financial Institutions in 
Frankfort, which alleges the 
bank participated in “unsafe and 
unsound banking practices and 


violations of law or regulation.” 

The 18-page consent order 
was released on May 30 by the 
FDIC and came after Linda 
Penick, a former vice presi¬ 
dent, pleaded guilty on March 


25 in federal court to stealing 
nearly $119,000 from the bank 
between August 2010 and July 
2013. She is free on bail pend¬ 
ing her sentencing in July. 

The bank’s board of direc¬ 


tors signed a consent order 
with the KDFI and FDIC on 
March 20, “without admitting 
or denying the charges of 
unsafe or unsound banking 
practices and violations of law 
or regulation relating to man¬ 
agement, earnings and sensitiv¬ 
ity to market risk. . .” 

“We didn’t want to fight this 
in court as a way to protect our 
shareholders,” said Greg Hicks, 
a seven-year-board member.

From fighter to survivor: WHS graduate is cancer-free

Skyler Faulkner just had the best 
week of her young life. 

What culminated in her walking 
onstage at Williamstown High 
School to receive her diploma, 
began with even better news. 

The 18-year-old is now cancer 
free. 

“I was so relieved. I was so 


happy,” Skyler said. “I really don’t 
have time to do anymore treatments. 
I just have so much that I want to 
accomplish that I don’t need this 
holding me back anymore.” 

Skyler was diagnosed with stage 
four Hodgkin’s lymphoma in 
October 2013. 

She fought through hair loss, 
extreme fatigue, chronic back pain 
and weakened muscles with her 
smile still intact.

It did not take long after retirement for Doro¬ 
thea Caldwell to want to give back to her com¬ 
munity. 

The life-long Grant County resident worked 
for the Grant County Health Department for 24 
years as a clerical coordinator before retiring. 

After a year off, Caldwell began volunteer¬ 
ing at St. Elizabeth-Grant County, where she 
has assisted patients and visitors for the past 
seven years. 

The 76-year-old serves as a registration es¬ 
cort. 

“If anyone comes in and they seem to be 
lost or can’t find what they need, I help them 
find where they need to go,” Caldwell said. “I 
do help people who may need some wheelchair 
assistance. My favorite part is the contact with 
the patients and the feeling of being helpful. I 
love the people I work with. The staff is very 
appreciate of anything that the volunteers do for 
them.” 

While Caldwell only volunteers once a week 
currently, she said she would like to add another 



day as her schedule permits. 

She has logged more than 1,000 volunteer 
hours at the hospital. 

Caldwell is also a member of Grant County 
Homemaker’s, who help with the monthly 
Grant County Chamber of Commerce break¬ 
fast. 


She has been a pianist for more than 60 years 
at Concord Baptist in the Gold Valley commu¬ 
nity near Jonesville. 

“I started playing for congregational singing 
when I was 12,” Caldwell said. “It’s been a long 
time.” 

St. Elizabeth-Grant County is hoping to at¬ 
tract more dedicated volunteers like Caldwell. 

The hospital’s volunteer services depart¬ 
ment is having an open house from 10 a.m. to 1 
p.m. Thursday, June 12 in the conference room.

Skyler went through four 21- 
day cycles of chemotherapy at 
Cincinnati Childrens’ Hospital. 

After her chemo treatments 
were complete, scan results were 
not as good as the doctors had 
hoped. 

The doctors collectively de¬ 
cided Skyler should undergo 
radiation treatments to all of her 
cancerous areas. 

The six-week radiation treat¬ 
ments began in February and on 
May 27 she got the news she had 
been wanting to hear since her 
diagnosis. 

Her scan was clear and the 
cancer was gone. 

When Skyler’s mother, Deana 
Faulkner, a cardiac nurse at St. 
Elizabeth-Florence, got the call, 
she immediately teared up with 
emotions for “the best news ever” 
before breaking out into a happy 
dance. 

Ironically, Skyler almost was 
one of the last people to know. 

Deana tried to contact her 
daughter as soon as the doctors 
called. 

However, Skyler was so busy 
working on WHS’s annual Class 
Night alongside her fellow se¬ 
niors that she did not hear her 
phone in her pocket or see the 
text messages from her mom. 

So, Deanna came to WHS to 
share the message in person. 

“If it would have been a few 


minutes later, I would have found 
out via social media because I 
already had congratulation mes¬ 
sages on my phone where she 
posted on Facebook,” Skyler 
said, laughing. “I felt a little silly.” 

Since the news, Deana said 
she can’t stop smiling knowing 
her daughter is cancer-free. 

“Such a weight of worry has 
been lifted off my shoulders,” 
she said. “We can move on now. 
Family, friends, coworkers, 
school staff and many others in 
the community have messaged, 
called or stopped by just to say 
congratulations and give us a hug 
and confirm the power of prayers. 
God is good!” 

While there were plenty of 
hugs to go around, Skyler said 
she plans to celebrate her cancer- 
free prognosis and graduation to¬ 
gether. 

For a senior year that definite¬ 
ly had its struggles, Skyler always 
remained positive and upbeat. 

Her friends, classmates and 
teachers were right beside her 
with support. 

Skyler was named homecom¬ 
ing queen, alongside David Jump 
as king. 

T-shirts were made and fun¬ 
draisers were organized to raise 
money for medical expenses. 

“When I think about every¬ 
thing I’ve been through it’s just 
pure love and encouragement,” 
Skyler said. “That inspires me to 
carry that with me the rest of my 
life.” 


“I feel like I’m wrapping up 
my senior year all in one week,” 
she said. “Everything that’s sup¬ 
posed to be happening is happen¬ 
ing at the right time.” 

Skyler said she will soon get 
her port removed and now she 
will go in for a checkup once ev¬ 
ery three months for the next year. 

Then, she will have checkups 
once every six months and two 
scans a year. 

Skyler is making the transition 
from fighter to survivor. 

“Being a survivor is more than 
just beating your illness,” she 
said. “It’s definitely still main¬ 
taining who you are and main¬ 
taining positivity and optimism 
and everything that comes with 
it. Now that you have survived 


or are cured, it’s showing people 
what they can do and helping out 
others that are in your position.” 

One way Skyler plans to help 
out is by sharing her story with 
others. 

She has been asked to speak 
at the opening ceremonies of the 
Grant County Relay For Five 
event June 13 at Grant County 
Park in Crittenden. 

Skyler has attended Relay for 
Fife, which helps raise money 
for the American Cancer Society, 
since she volunteered as a Build¬ 
ers Club member in eighth grade. 

“I was fascinated by it,” she 
said. “I thought it was so cool. 
I did it with a youth group one 
time. We set up a tent and made 
balloons. So, every year has

been a different experience for 
me. Fast year, I showed up and 
walked with my friends. It’s crazy 
to think that at that time last year I 

probably did have cancer 
and just didn’t know it. I never 
thought I would be coming the 
next year as a survivor.” 

While graduating from WHS 
gave Skyler a sense of accom¬ 
plishment, she said she is not 
even close to being done. 

She has been accepted into 
Northern Kentucky University, 
where she plans to major in com¬ 
munications. 

Her first year will likely be 
spent taking classes at the NKU- 
Grant County Center and living 
at home before heading off to 
the main campus. 

Without any more chemo¬ 
therapy sessions or radiation 
treatments in her way, Skyler 
also has plans to learn to weld 
and swim, go ziplining, take a 
road trip and fulfill countless 
other goals in her bright, long 
future. 

“I’m more of a seize-the-day 
person now,” she said. “I know 
that sounds silly, but there is so 
much stuff I want to do before I 
die. When your faced with an ill¬ 
ness that could have potentially 
killed you, you think, ‘What am 
I doing with my life?’ So, I have 
a bucket list I’ve made already. 

I think I’ll do that from now 
on for winter and summer, just 
30 things. I can just knock them 
off one by one.”

“The common practice of year’s past is 
he would contact me or (Chief Deputy) Troy 
(Hagedom) and we’d go over the budget,” 
he said. “He did not do that.” 

Dills said he was not even aware that a 
first reading of the budget had occurred. 

Although he is normally at every meet¬ 
ing, he missed the May meeting where a first 
reading of the budget occurred to attend his 
daughter’s kindergarten graduation. 

When he learned of the first reading, he 
reached out to magistrates Wanda Hammons 
and Bobby Young about why he was not in¬ 
volved in the process. 

Dills said the magistrates told him they 
assumed Fink had contacted the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice about the budget. 

Fink disagrees that the sheriff’s office 
was left out of the loop. 

“We announced the budget caucus meet¬ 
ing at our fiscal court meeting, and we sent 
agendas noting the budget caucus and agen¬ 
das noting the first and second reading of the 
budget to the sheriff, and yet no one from the 
sheriff’s office attended until the budget was 
finalized June 2,” he said. 

After looking over the proposed budget, 
Dills said he quickly noticed some issues. 

“The first thing that stuck out was that un¬ 
der vehicle replacement he had one dollar in 
the line item,” he said. “Also, I noticed there 
was shortfalls in other line items that did not 
meet obligations we had with contracts with 
our data software. We had discussed the hir¬ 
ing of a deputy.” 

The sheriff’s office currently has eight 
road deputies, two deputies assigned to 
Grant County High School and Grant Coun¬ 
ty Middle School, a chief deputy, two clerks 


and two full-time employees at the Grant 
County Judicial Center. 

The sheriff’s office came to an agreement 
this past year with Grant County Schools to 
provide a school resource officer at Grant 
County Middle School with reimbursement 
from the district. 

Dills said he was under the assumption 
that since a road deputy was being moved to 
the school another deputy could be hired as a 
replacement. 

Two Grant County residents spoke in sup¬ 
port of the sheriff’s office and the need for 
more funding. 

“There’s been 52 line-of-duty deaths in the 
United States this year, up 8 percent from last 
year,” Steve Kelly of Dry Ridge said. “These 
men and women that are protecting us in our 
great county, they’re out here doing this by 
themselves. A pay raise is great. Who doesn’t 
want a pay raise? New vehicles are great. But, 
those things don’t save fives. When a deputy 
is responding to a domestic dispute or a bur¬ 
glary by themselves it’s a recipe for disaster. 
One of these days it’s going to happen.” 

As a Corinth resident, Bob Hall said the 
mral parts of the county could use more law 
enforcement manpower. 

“Right now, we have a very serious prob¬ 
lem with heroin in this county that’s affecting 
a lot of young children and also adults,” he 
said. “And yet, we’re down to eight patrolling 
officers in this county. I know in my area I am 
lucky to see a unit down there because these 
guys are stretched so thin to have to deal with 
the problems they face every evening.” 

After the vote, Fink explained that since 
he is leaving office at the end of the year, there 
are certain restrictions placed on the budget. 

Fink said he must leave 35 percent of the 
cash budget for his successor, meaning large 


budget expenditures such as sheriff’s office 
vehicles that would have been ordered on 
July 1 will be delayed until Jan. 5 and left to 
the discretion of the next administration. 

Current magistrate Dick Austin, a Demo¬ 
crat, faces off against Republican challenger 
Steve Wood in the November general elec¬ 
tion for the county’s top seat. 

“We have to leave a sufficient amount of 
funds left so the incoming judge, should that 
be Mr. Wood or Mr. Austin, would have the 
opportunity to mn the county in the first six 
months of their term,” Fink said. “They’re 
going to be inundated with making decisions, 
along with a number of other things. So, they 
shouldn’t have to worry about cash being 
there or not. With the budget we’ve passed, 
we’ve left them with a discretion on how to 
best use those funds that we’ve set aside. 
They can purchase cruisers. They can add 
on staff. They can sit down with the sher¬ 
iff and his chief deputy, Troy, as much as 
they want and they can come up with some 
hopefully good decisions that would be 
pleasing to you all.” 

As the meeting wrapped, the magistrates 
spoke up about the budget as well. 

“Everybody has to realize that we only 
have x amount of dollars to work with,” 
Young said. 

Hammons said this is the second budget 
that she has participated in and she is learn¬ 
ing everyday. 

She pointed out that during next year’s 
budget process there will be a new judge- 
executive and at least one new magistrate. 

“The one thing I would like to see or rec¬ 
ommend is that at least one magistrate sit 
down with the judge and at least with the 
sheriff and the jailer because those are two 
elected officials,” she said. “I think it’s im¬ 


portant to bring everyone to the table and 
listen. I look forward to the next budget and 
listening to everyone’s concerns.” 

Despite some complaining about the 
budget, Austin said he was not contacted by 
anyone before the meeting with concerns. 

That comment led to Deputy Mike Web¬ 
ster telling Austin that he is not approached 
because he was overheard telling a judicial 
center security employee that if they did not 
like how the county was run that maybe he 
should move. 

“I happened to be in the justice center 
one day and (the justice center employee) 
was talking about how Judge Fink has not 
done anything for the county and kept go¬ 
ing on about how bad things were. I said, ‘If 
it’s that bad, maybe you might want to con¬ 
sider moving.’ Is that something that would 
be out of fine to say to somebody who was 
downgrading our judge and talking about 
how bad things are in Grant County?” 

“I’ve always tried to be open minded 
and receptive to anything anybody wanted 
to talk to me about,” Austin said. “But, I did 
not appreciate his derogatory remarks about 
Judge Fink.” 

After the vote, Kelly again pleaded for 
the magistrates to change their mind about 
the funding for the sheriff’s office. 

Fink said changes could be made after 
the next administration was sworn into of¬ 
fice in January. 

With the possibility of Austin being 
elected the next judge-executive, Kelly 
asked him to listen to what the public want¬ 
ed. 

“Mr. Austin, be a leader. Don’t be a fol¬ 
lower,” Kelly said. “You don’t have to fol¬ 
low what the judge does. Stand up and do 
what the citizens want.”

Sen. Damon Thayer Legislative Interim now undeiway 


I n 1968, the Kentucky General 
Assembly established an interim 
committee system to cover the 
time period between regular legis¬ 
lative sessions. The scope and func¬ 
tions of this system have broadened 
over the years and in 1979, a con¬ 
stitutional amendment was adopted 
in an effort to strengthen the system 
by assuring that legislators serve on 
these panels to get an introduction 
to issues before a session convenes. 

During the interim - defined as 
the months from June to December 
- committee meetings are used to 
discuss and weigh potential legisla¬ 
tion that may be introduced during 
a regular session. Interim commit¬ 
tees are made up of the standing 
committees of both the Senate and 
House and referred to as an Interim 
Joint Committee. 

I currently serve on four of these 
committees - Agriculture, Licens¬ 
ing and Occupations, State Govern¬ 
ment, and Local Government. As 
the majority floor leader, I also 
attend a monthly leadership meet¬ 
ing to discuss issues that affect our 
entire caucus, and I serve on the 
Legislative Research Commission 
comprised of members of leader¬ 
ship from the House and Senate 
Majority and Minority caucuses. 

While our most visible work 
is done during regular sessions, a 
great deal of work leading up to 
those sessions is done during the 
interim. During each session of the 
General Assembly, legislators of¬ 
ten direct the LRC to study specific 
issues needing immediate atten-

tion - issues that often require more 
scrutiny than the brief regular ses¬ 
sions can provide, and that are so 
important that they warrant a spe¬ 
cial study panel. 

In addition, we meet with advo¬ 
cates and opponents on issues we 
cover during the interim, and we 
have staff available to research top¬ 
ics when appropriate. We undertake 
in-depth studies of new issues and 
we monitor progress of newly en¬ 
acted laws. By doing these things 
during interim months, we can try 
to work out differences between 
parties and come up with legisla¬ 
tion that will make its way through 
the process in a more efficient man¬ 
ner. 

Because our time constraints 
aren’t as tight as during session, 
we occasionally hold these meet¬ 


ings outside Frankfort. This allows 
constituents to attend meetings that 
they may not otherwise be able to 
attend when they are held in Frank¬ 
fort.

Some of the topics that may 
come up for discussion during the 
current interim are the use and reg¬ 
ulation of hemp in Kentucky, the 
redrawing of precincts for census 
purposes, military voting and pub¬ 
lic pensions.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Carpenter bees 
breaking down 
the door 

E very year about this time I write about carpen¬ 
ter bees. We live in a wood house and they love 
us. And this year they have really pushed the 
limit of reasonable bee behavior. I absolutely do not 
approve of killing bees but I will have to make an ex¬ 
ception this year. Most bees are welcome around the 
farm especially since the nation’s bee population is in 
a bit of a crisis with the suspected cause being the use 
of pesticides, notably neonicotinoids. I do not fear 
bees, I am not allergic, and I can happily co-exist... 
except that they are taking a toll on my house. 

The friendly carpenter bee that we need to get rid 
of actually bore a hole in our basement door. I noticed 
sunlight coming through a small hole that upon fur¬ 
ther inspection was clearly made by a busy bee. I was 
astonished. I long ignored them and now we are pay¬ 
ing for it. We are not using chemicals but rather stra¬ 
tegic whacking with the hand and a stomp once the 
bee is flung to the ground. We have no other choice. 
Last year, they attacked the garage doorframe where 
approximately 20 bees were removed from the scene 
of the crime in the last three weeks. It was stressful on 
all involved. This year the numbers seem reduced but 
do they really need to drill holes in my doors? There 
is an old badminton racket on standby to knock any 
offenders to the ground this time around. 

To bee or not to bee 

Carpenter bees are essentially harmless. The 
male, who hovers about, has no stinger. The female 
tunnels and lays her eggs; when she does come out 
you would have to handle her for her to sting. I’ve 
never been stung by one (even 
hand-whacking them to the 
ground). They sort of be¬ 
come acquaintances because 
they are always there hovering 
about, I suppose this is why I 
never took action against them 
for so many years. Two years 
ago the straw that broke the 
camel’s back was when the 
downy woodpeckers showed 
up and gouged out some holes 
as they worked to get the bee 
larvae inside. It was a double 
whammy on the garage door¬ 
frame. 

Carpenter bees look like 
bumble bees, but bumbles nest 
in the ground and carpenter 
bees nest, in tunnels that they excavate in bare, soft 
wood (our house is unpainted western cedar.) They 
are less likely to tunnel into painted or pressure treat¬ 
ed wood. 

As I said, I used to ignore them, but they can cause 
structural damage if they continue to tunnel, year af¬ 
ter year, in the same wood. The adult bee from this 
spring’s eggs will emerge in late summer. These bees 
will over winter in the tunnels and emerge next spring 
and make new tunnels or widen existing tunnels to 
lay their eggs. This is where the problem lies...if you 
feel that too much activity is taking place in structures 
like decks then treat the new tunnels with a pyrethrin 
based insecticide or boric acid inside the entrance 
hole. Wait a week and then plug the hole with a dow¬ 
el rod or wood putty. Bees are good, however, so if 
there is no apparent structural damage just embrace 
your garden dwellers. I have used some decoy tobac¬ 
co stakes out in active areas for them to lay eggs but I 
think this ultimately made my problem worse.

Lost and found 

W hen the phone rings here at the newspa¬ 
per, you never know who’s on the other 
end and what the person will say. 

That’s why we have an antacid dispenser in the 
break room. (Not really.) 

One day last week I got a call from a woman 
who sounded greatly distressed; she had lost her 
wedding rings. 

It happened several months ago when she was 
going through cancer treatment. She said the treat¬ 
ment muddled her brain, made her absent-minded 
and forgetful. 

Back in January she was making meatloaf and 
didn’t want to get raw hamburger gunk in her 
41-year-old ring set so she took them off, plus two 
other newer rings, five rings in all. 

She put them in the pocket of her jeans and then 
later put the jeans on a little stepladder in her closet 
and forgot about them. 

“Didn’t you notice your hands were ringless?” 
I asked her. 

She said back then she didn’t notice anything. 
Days, maybe weeks later, she gathered up a bunch 
of stuff to donate to a local thrift store, and the 
jeans accidentally along with them. 

When she finally noticed she wasn’t wearing her 
rings, she looked everywhere in her house, frantic. 
For weeks she cried as she tried to remember where 
she put them and then cried when she remembered. 
She was crying when she called me. 

She asked if I thought she was silly, and I told 
her no. The rings meant something to her, some¬ 
thing beyond mere jewelry. 

Her husband had offered to buy her a new set, 
but she didn’t — doesn’t — want a new set. She 
wants the set she lost, the set she loves. 

A week or so before the woman called, my pas¬ 
tor had talked about Jesus telling parables about the 
kingdom of heaven and about lost things — and 

found things: 

A pearl merchant 
goes out looking for 
fine pearls, which in 
biblical times were 
more valuable than 
diamonds are today. 
He finds one of great 
value and sells ev¬ 
erything he has to 
purchase it. 

A man finds a 
treasure hidden in a 
field, hides it again 
and sells all he has to 
buy the field — and 
the treasure. 

A woman has 10 
silver coins, each 
worth about a day’s 
wages, and loses 
one. She turns her house upside down, searching 
carefully until she finds it. 

A man has 100 sheep and one wanders off. He 
leaves the 99 to go after the one lost sheep. When 
he finds it, he joyfully puts it across his shoulders 
and carries it home. When he returns, he calls his 
friends and neighbors together to celebrate. 

“Rejoice with me; I have found my lost sheep,” 
he says. 

Likewise, when the woman who lost the coin 
finds it, she, too, calls her neighbors to celebrate. 

“In the same way, I tell you, there is rejoicing in 
the presence of the angels of God over one sinner 
who repents,” Jesus said (Luke 15:10). 

I’ve heard these stories that Jesus told all my 
life, and often that’s all there is. I hear them; I read 
them; I say, “Oh yeah, I remember that one,” and 
go on to the next. 

But when the woman who lost her rings called, 
crying, and I talked to her long enough to get a 
glimpse of the extent of her grief — for that’s what 
it is — I thought about how God grieves over his 
lost creation. 

Maybe he doesn’t cry or wring his hands or feel 
despair, but he does grieve over lost people, those 
whom he loves, those who either defiantly run from 
him or who just sort of wander away. 

Lost is lost no matter how you get there. 

It’s easy to think of God as a God of wrath and 
judgment, which is what he is. It’s even easier to 
overlook the fact that his wrath is based on his 
love for his people, and because of that love, his 
wrath was inflicted on his Son so his people can 
be spared. 

Therefore, the people who are lost don’t need to 
fear being found. Instead, they can look forward to 
a party, a time of great rejoicing and celebration. 
The Bible says so. 

I sincerely hope the woman finds her rings. I 
imagine she’ll cry even harder, but with tears of joy 
and thankfulness. What was lost has been found! 

Maybe God cries those kinds of tears. I think 
maybe he just might.

Bob Hall of Corinth, who spoke 
in support of the sheriff’s office 
during the meeting, said he was 
talking with sheriff’s deputies and 
others outside of the courtroom 
when Link exited and ran into 
Deputy Barry Mullins, who was 
off duty. 

“He bumped him hard,” Hall 
said. “It wasn’t just an accident. I 
guess he wanted to get an argu¬ 
ment started. Barry looked at him 
and said, ‘What was that all about?’ 
Next thing I know, (Link) was up 
in (Mullins’) face and calling him 
chicken shit and you name it.” 

“It looked like to me it was 
going to come to a fistfight really 
quick,” Hall said. “(Link) turned 
around and looked at everybody, 
even me, and said ‘I’ll take you all 
on.’ I’m thinking, what is wrong 
with this guy? I kind of backed 
away because I was thinking the 
deputies were going to have to cuff 
this guy because he was acting 
completely out of order.” 

Steve Kelly, a citizen who 
attended the meeting, was shocked 
by the turn of events after the meet¬ 
ing ended. 

“Darrell Link got up in Chuck 
Dill’s face, telling him he was cut¬ 
ting his office and wasn’t going to

Hicks also serves as the secre¬ 
tary/treasurer to Grant County 
Bancorp, Inc., a holding company 
organized in 1985 that operates the 
bank. 

“It’s not unusual for a bank to be 
audited, those happen about once a 
year by the federal regulator agency 
and about 18 months for the state 
agency,” Gutman said. “And I’m sad 
to say that there were inaccuracies 
but there was nothing criminal about 
the way the bank was being man¬ 
aged nor did any customer suffer a 
loss.” 


pay for his credit spending,” Kelly 
said. “Link turned and shoved 
Deputy Barry Mullins, who was in 
civilian clothes.” 

Kelly said Mullins didn’t speak 
to Link until after the shove, which 
occurred when Link “put his shoul¬ 
der into Mullins’ chest and gave 
him a football shove.” 

Link admitted that names were 
exchanged, however, he said when 
he was trying to exit he felt threat¬ 
ened when his personal space was 
invaded by Mullins. 

He said he moved that person 
out of the way with his left arm. 

“Nevertheless, I gave everyone 
multiple opportunities during the 
meeting to address the fiscal court, 
and with the exception of the sher¬ 
iff and two private citizens they 
chose not to address the issue 
where it should have been dis¬ 
cussed and resolved,” Link said. 
“Unfortunately, 10 minutes after 
the conclusion of the meeting, the 
sheriff and deputies awaited my 
departure from the courtroom, and 
I felt threatened.” 

Hall disputes Link’s claim, 
insisting that the judge-executive 
was the only one who instigated an 
incident. 

“He was looking for a fight,” 
Hall said. “He can say whatever he 
wants, but the witnesses and the 
deputies will all tell you that this 


“We also were not forced to look 
for a buyer or been forced to raise 
capital,” Hicks said. 

Grant County Deposit Bank has 
assets of $79.4 million, including 
$42.8 in loans, $27.8 in securities 
and $5.5 million in cash as of March 
31. It had liabilities of $70.7 million, 
including $67.2 million in deposits 
and $8.6 million in capital. 

“We have more than double the 
capital for this size bank,” Gutman 
said. “All the deposits are insured by 
the FDIC and as far as I know Grant 
County Deposit Bank has never had 
to pay a claim to any depositor.” 

Hicks and Gutman agreed that 


man came out and was absolutely 
looking for somebody to pick a 
fight with. Completely unprofes¬ 
sional. He took the office and just 
threw mud at it.” 

When the group made their way 
to the first floor of the Grant County 
Courthouse more words were 
exchanged. 

Kelly said that is when the situ¬ 
ation really deteriorated. 

“Link got in the middle of the 
floor and began to threaten every¬ 
one. He said he’d kick all of our 
asses,” Kelly said. 

Kelly said Link got into his face. 

“I really felt like he was tiying 
to provoke me,” Kelly said. “I was 
shocked. I am a life-long citizen of 
this county and I never expected to 
be confronted or belittled by the 
judge-executive. It was totally 
uncalled for, unprofessional and he 
(Link) was way out of line.” 

Link and Dills argued about the 
use of credit cards by deputies. 

The majority of the downstairs 
confrontation is what was captured 
on video. 

It lasted about a minute. 

“He jumped me and said ‘I’m 
shutting the credit cards down,”’ 
Dills said. “There has never been 
an issue with the credit cards. Each 
deputy has a fuel card for their fuel 
and a credit card that is used for 
extraditions, expenses while on 


smaller banks have a harder time 
staying competitive in the banking 
industry, mostly due to new tougher 
regulations that began in 2010 with 
the second, stricter phase beginning 
this year. 

“They said the regulations were 
aimed at larger banks, but it put the 
whammy on banks like us,” Hicks 
said.

travel or while they are in training. 
Then, it’s used if there is an expense 
made after hours when the court¬ 
house is closed to get a purchase 
order. That’s ran through a supervi¬ 
sor internally OKing that expense.” 

Link said he informed Dills that 
he would take the sheriff’s office 
credit card process in review. 

“No other county employees 
have credit cards where they can 
spend money without prior approv¬ 
al, and I don’t think it is appropriate 
that everyone in Sheriff Dill’s 
department should be able to spend 
money without restraint,” Link 
said. 

“The sheriff and I have dis¬ 
agreement in regard to how his 
office is mn, and I have stated those 
differences to him in prior years, 
but in all fairness, the sheriff has 
disagreement on how I manage, so 
we will just disagree,” Link said. 

When the fracas began, Dills 
said he attempted to get everyone 
out of the building to prevent a 
physical altercation. 

Dills said he is in the process of 
getting statements from all deputies 
who were present, along with any 
citizens who were witnesses. 

The investigation has been 
turned over to the Commonwealth 
Attorney’s Office. 

“The reason no arrest or charge 
was filed was everything happened 


County Chamber of Commerce, 
said a weakened economy also hurt 
the bank. 

“As people lost jobs and prop¬ 
erty was de-valued it made GCDB 
and a lot of other smaller banks that 
depended on a real estate loan port¬ 
folio to suffer,” Gutman said. 

The pair said the bank’s losses 
on some marginal loans, combined 
with an increase in operating 
expenses due to being forced to hire 
additional personnel to meet the 
stricter banking regulations, put the 
bank in a bind. 

The board has hired an indepen¬ 
dent expert to make sure it complies 


so quickly and it was out of charac¬ 
ter for him to be acting like that in 
public so I wanted to confer with 
the deputies on exactly what hap¬ 
pened that I did not see first hand to 
put it together,” Dills said. “I didn’t 
want to overreact to something 
based on what I was witnessing. I 
was witnessing him being disor¬ 
derly and him making threats. I 
just thought it would be proper for 
me to let the Commonwealth 
Attorney’s office, as an outside 
agency, investigate.” 

For his part, Link said he 
wished that the debate would not 
have spilled out of the courtroom. 

“Confrontation, such as wit¬ 
nessed in the video, is never 
healthy, but I wish the disagree¬ 
ment would have been contained 
during the fiscal court meeting,” he 
said. 

Dills said the incident makes 
Grant County look bad. 

“Bottom line, I hated that it 
happened,” he said. “Even though 
we did not do anything wrong, it 
makes us all look bad. It makes the 
county look bad because that’s not 
how you professionally do busi¬ 
ness. My concern is I have to deal 
with it. This is something he pro¬ 
voked and directly physically con¬ 
tacted a deputy. I can’t just over¬ 
look it. If it was any citizen, I 
couldn’t overlook it.”
